I have recently put an ART-13 on the air coupled with a BC-348-R. When I 
initially bring it up on the air it has good Grid drive and good output @ about 
150 watts. After several minutes of operation when I key it up the power drops 
to almost nothing and the grid drive is essentially non existent. Since it 

is intermittent I cannot seem to find the cause of the lack of grid drive. If 
I turn off the transmitter and let it cool down it comes back with sufficient 
grid drive. 


DC= 28volts 450 vdce for low B+ and 1,400 vde for High B+ 


Audio is drive in the dynamic mode with an amplified D-104 and the scope 
easily gets 100% modulation. On the air reports state that the audio is very 
good. 


I also have a second ART-13 that exhibits no grid drive at any time. 
Any suggestions?
